ENGLISH AFFAIRS. 

The arrival of Garibaldi in London seems 
to have produced cu electrical effect that has 
been fell over all Europe. This simple, bravc > 
and patriolie man, who 1ms borne more than 
the usual vicissitudes o( lire— who has been the 
hard-working, industrious ndventurer of (Jailor 
uia, as well us iho hero of the liberation of Italy 
— who has, in tho face of tbul lofty pity that 
acouts enthusiasm, dared and achieved what 
were pronounced impossibilities — gave to his 
country freedom and conferred territory and 
wealth on a hitherto insignificant kingdom- 
made moiuirchs bis debtors, and, with the 
noble pride of (.'iuciiiriatus or Washington, 
refused to receive himself the legitimate re- 
ward of his glorious deeds— this unassuming 
individual carries, without the aid of a single 
red-shirled follower, the British metropolis 
by storm. Haifa million people como out to 
welcome him in the streets, and a more 
densely thronged multitude, even than 
that which crushed each other to death on 
the arrival of the I'rincess Alexandra, assem- 
bles to do him honor. No wonder that such 
un ovation should have been intensely dis- 
agreeable to the more despotic crowned heads 
of continental Europe. To see the determined 
and successful enemy of " right Divine" tyr- 
anny, Iho cynosure of|a million admiring eyes 
in the world's metropolis— to hear him receive 
the deafening plaudits of a sympathising 
and powerful people — to read of his being 
feted by Princes, Dukes, und ministers — wao 
surely enough to terrify the brave Austro- 
Prussian monarchs, who have beea recently 
congratulating, themselves on the bloody vic- 
tory over 80 women and children a', the 
"Sonderberg bombardment." Even Louis 
Napoleon, it is said, was not well pleased at 
the overwhelming demonstration, and so we 
had the machinery of diplomacy — the wires 
and puppets— set in motion, and the Italian 
Liberator got a courteous notice to quit, 
when he was just on the threshold of his 
English welcome. Amongst the highly con 
servalivo English aristocracy nlso^there were 
some misgivings as to tho advisability of al 
lowing the minds ol the provincial manses to 
be operated upon by this powerful ningne 
tiser, who was neither a representative of 
royalty nor a scion of nobility, but rather 
antagonistic lo both. What was more, how 
ever, he was a successful revolutionist — not 
like Alazzini, whoso patriotic efforts were 
always under a cloud. There might have 
been, therefore, something impolilio in al 
lowing this potent influence to come inj coni 
tact with men who have been hereto- 
fore more accustomed to worship rank 
than .sentiment — show thnn principle. 
In Garibaldi they might have seen the ideal 
of Hago's " representative of progress" — 
something beyond mere outward glitter or 
superstitious sham— the embodiment of 
principle that seeks for the elevation not the 
subordination of mankind. The governing 
classed of England, however much in favor 
of Italian independence, are not remarka- 
ble for extending the political privileges of 
the governed of their own country. They 
admire loreign revolution, and will accord 
ingly aflord it valuable sustenance, as they 
will present the caged bear in tho Zoologies) 
Gardens with a loaf of bread, but they have 
no love for the animal and desire to deep it 
at a respectful distance, Of courso revolu- 
tion is a thing no one expects to see in Eng- 
land, but there aro agitations and beep 
grumblings ready nt any moment to forco 
their way lo the surface, — and a lucky and 
admired gambler is not the best example to 
set before those who are "scant o' cash." 

Another attempt has been made to enlarge 
tho area of ibe Counties Franchise. Mr 
Locke King introduced into the House of 
Commons a bill lor intending the Frnnchiso 
of county voters to £10 occupants. Tho 
qualification is at present X50. After a 
lengthy discussion on the second rending the 
bill was thrown out— the ''previous question" 
having been moved and carried by 
a vote of 254 against '227,, giving a 
majority of 27. The same cries 
that have always met an attempted extension 
of the franchise were not wanting on this 
occasion. There was that dreaded "de- 
mocracy" — that "great unwashed " — ready 
to rend and devour the Biitish Constitution 
so soon os it was admitted to a voice in 
the country's legislation. 'I ho wholo of thu 
opposition, however, wan not hackneyed 
Lord Montagu, a Cunseivati ve, with con- 
siderable originality, and a very small 
amount of sense, went out of tho beaten 
truck and stated Pome startling truths, from 
which ho made almost equally startling do- 
ductiuns. He said that Pai liamenlary re- 
presentation was at present a sham.Jand that 
any attempt lo improve it would make it a 
greater sham. The county franchise, be said, 
was nothing but a machinery lor returning 
anybody the local peers chose to nominate. 
The borough franc h i=o was only a machinery 
for choosing any rich man whom the respec- 
tive " whips" of the party, chancing to bo 
picdominant in the borough, chose lu nomi- 
nate. Therefore, this distinguished logician 
argued that, as the whole thing was rotten, the 
subjeot should not bo approached. 

An interesting debate took place in the 
House of Lords on Monday, June 11, on tho 
Danish question. 1 he speech of Lord Grey 
xvas tho best that has yet been delivered on 
the subject. Ho said, according to tho 
Spectator, " that had we openly warned the 
Germans that il ibey attempted to cross 
tho Eider they would find the frontier de- 
fended by English troops, peace ns well as 
justice would have been promoted. Aus- 
tria dare not venture needlessly on a war 
with the distant North, which would have 
brought a British Heel into ibe Adriatic und 
raised Veoetia and Hungary ; and Prussia 
could not have fought alone. Further, we 
had menaced without peiformancc. The 
British Minister at Berlin transmitted home 
a paper drawn up by tho l'russian Govern, 
merit, and in that document it was distinctly 
asserted thai England used threats to prevent 
measures being adopted by Prussia, and 
thai ihose throats had been in vain." " Lord 
Russell's reply,'' soya tho Spectator "was 
very weak. 11c said wo could not have do- 
fended the Eider, because the Baltic was not 
open, till Lord Lcrby reminded him that Ibo 
mouth of the Eider w«« not In Iho Baltio but

nnfl .although for certain reasons they did 
not, the land was legally aud properly theirs 
as between man and man. No otto ever 
supposed thai Victoria would become valua- 
ble ; Esquimalt was expected to be the city 
of Vancouver Island, and had been reserved 
for that purpose. He would not go into tho 
question of land, but he would ask if lion, 
gentlemen would wish to take advantage of 
a Haw in the title if that existed, lo take 
possession of land that was not their own. 
He did riol tako a legal viow of the manor, 
for his legal opinion on Ihis question was 
not worth any thing, and he did not think the 
legal opinion of any hon member in the 
Housa was any belter, (laughter) llnr 
Majesty's Government had granted lands 
round every one of tho Hudson 'lay Compa- 
ny's forts in British Columbia, nod would in 
similar manner have granted llio lands round 
Fort Victoria. The hon. member had al- 
luded to San Juan, but he would say that 
wren the San Juan dispute was settled, 
every man would get all the property he now 
holds, nnd the Hudson Bay Company would 
also get every bit of properly they now 
held! (Dr. Tolmie— hoar, hear.) The House 
of Assembly had refused to have anything to 
do with tho'selllement of tho question, in that 
Ihey had repudiated any responsibility, and 
lhe Indenture, which according to the report, 
was virtually a final settlement of the ijups- 
lionwas final. ( Mr. DeCosmos, No, no.) Tho 
address moved by the hon. member for Vic- 
toria said no evidence had been obtained to 
show that lhe Hudson Bay Company had 
been guilty ol fraud, and because the com- 
mittee could find out no fraud, they said that 
the evidence was unsatisfactory. Ho would 
again repeat that tho company was as honest 
as any member ol ihis House, and muoh 
uiore so than some. Hon. members of lhe 
oommiltoe had espressed their dtssatisfuo 
liou that the agreement had been releired to 
arbitration, but he (Dr. Helmcksn) w.n not 
so fond of litigation as lo bare the matter so 
decided. II tho matter had pone lo law 
the compnny would have held on to lhe 
Island till lliey were paid for their establish- 
ments, which thoy valued nt a million and a 
quarter ol dollars, a sum which would swamp 
Iho whole S080.O0O, which the report claimed. 
His own opinion was that tho Hudson Bay 
Company bad right and jsslioe nn their 
tilde, th'nt the .Hudson Bay Company nover 
committed a fraud, but were loo honorable lo 
com mi It a /raud. and ho would uphold their 
honor. It was iisoless to talk about a com- 
mission; the thing was seltled forever, and 
it was needless spending money over it. Only 
yesterday he received n letter from Mr. Dal- 
la>, stating how annoyed and disgusted he was 
to learu that tho Dark lines had bucn run in 
a wrong place, but he was determined lo 1) il l 
on to what he hod done in justice and gco.l 
faith. The hon. gentleman alluded to the 
Albert Head saw mill, sluting how anxious 
oven now every hon. member was to en- 
courage saw mills, aud as the Albert Head 
saw mill was iho first in the colony, he 
thought tit would have been perfectly right 
lo give Ihem nil the land, instead of only al- 
lowing them for rock and swamp. Ho ob- 
jected t'rt tuto to any such scheme as allowing 
the Governor of ihis colony to appoint a 
commutes to examine into this question, 
Ha objected because the mind of eveiy man, 
woman and child in this colony, Irom the 
Executive downward, hud been prejudiced 
on one side or the other by the reports of the 
Crown Lands Committee having been pub- 
lished, and by the disgraceful actions ot that 
Committee. He denied that the head ol lhe 
E.tecutivo had power to appoint a commis- 
sion to invesligalo into matters which had 
been finally settled long ago by his superiors. 
The Covernor of this colony could not, ho 
dare not, reopen u question that his masters 
had settled. He ( Dr. H ) objected to this 
matter being examined by a commission ap- 
pointed by i ha Executive, because every man 
iu Ihis colony was biased, one way or lhe 
other. He objected because of the groat ex- 
pense of a commission, and because pla- 
ces would be created lor men which 
would cost this colony thousands ol 
pounds. Ho did nol know whether 
the Governor was for or against the 
Hudson Bay Company, bat if the bon. geu- 
tlemen wanted a commission, lot us bavo men 
who are unprejudiced-r-men appointed by 
Her Majesty's Government at home ; then 
justice and fairness might he hod. He was 
equally certain that any commission appoint- 
ed hero, however honest they might be, 
would fuil in finding that any fraud had been 
practiced by the Hudson Bay Company. 

The committee here rose and reported pro- 
gress, aud ihu House adjourned till to-day 
( Friday ; al tho usual hour.
